The dispatch characterizes the 
conditions now prevailing in Munich 
as virtually those of civil war. 

Civillans Unable to Flee. 

Tundreds of civilians started -to 
flee from Munich, the Exchange 
Telegraph correspondent adds, but 
this movement was stopped when the 
Spartacans occupied the railway tér- 
minus. 

The reports received from this 
source state that the dictatorship of 
the workmen will be proclaimed and 
predict that the killing of Premier 
Eisner will be avenged in a most 
frightful manner. Automobiles filled 
with armed Spartacans are reported 
rushing through the streets of Mu- 
nich.

LONDON, Feb. 22. 

HE proposal to sink the Ger- 
Timan warships now in the 

Scapa Flow, it is generally 
stated in the English newspapers 
is practically certain to be ac- 
cepted by the peace conference. 
It is also proposed, it is said, to 
raze the island of Helgoland to 
the water level. According to the 
Daily Mail, both proposals which 
originated in the British Admi- 
ralty, will be discussed at Paris 
in the next few days. 

The destruction of the ships is 
advocated on the ground that 
their division among the victors 
would cause heart burnings. The 
vessels, numbering five battle 
cruisers, 11 battleships, eight 
cruisers and 50 destroyers, prob- 
ably will be escorted by allied 
fleets to a deep part of the At- 
lantic westward of Scapa Flow 
and there sunk. The question of 
dealing with the surrendered 
submarines will be considered 
separately—whether they shall 
be sunk or preserved. 

After destroying the fortifica- 
tions at Kiel, assuming the Brit- 
ish contention for this action is 
accepted, the canal, the Mail 
Savs, could be handed over toa 
private company on the same 
lines as the Suez Canal.

“1. Three of your members 
have shown a distinct bias in 
favor of the Mayor and a hos- 
tility to the submission of i. re- 
call at the general election on 
April 1. , 

“2. You have shown partisan- 
ship in the selection of clerks 
in that you have rejected every 
applicant who has acknowledged 
to have signed a petition and 
have employed only those who 
are presumably opposed to the 
recall of the Mayor 

“3. A clear bias has been 
shown by the public statements 
of some of your members to the 
effect that more than half of the 
Signatures were bogus and that 
there would be not more than 
20,000 valid signatures in all 
the petitions. These statements 
were made before any of the 
petitions were examined, and be- 
fore any of your members could 
have had any knowledge of the 
number and character of the 
signatures. 

“4. The subsequent actions of 
the majority of vour board have 
clearly indicated that it is your 
intention by one process or an- 
other to endeavor to substanti- 
ate this advance declaration 
and all of your rulings lead un- 
mistakably to the conclusion 
that vou are determined to rule 
out ai sufficient number of 
names to prevent this matter 
going to a vote of the people at 
the general election. 

“5S You are going outside of 
the law to set up barriers against 
the acceptance of signatures by 
introducing rulings not speci- 


conditions under which they are 
written. These signatures were 
secured under adverse condi- 
tions, in the mafority of cases 
on the streets, in factories and 
in a vast majority of cases 
when the signer was standing. 
On two days when petitions were 
being circulated they were signed 
in rain and snow.

BEFORE PEACE CONFERENCE 
No North American Waterway Con- 


sidered as ‘‘International’’—Suez 
Similarly Regarded.

PARIS, Feb. 22.—It has virtually 
been decided that there is no possi- 
bility of the Panama Canal or of 
any North American waterway, com- 
ing before the peace conference as 
the subject of proposed international] 
regulations.
